The Wonders of the Yellowstone. 

We have a few great things in 
the E.ist that attract the travelers 
of the world, such as Niagara Falls, 
the White House, New York’s 
multi-millionaires, Tammany 
Hall, and probably Independence 
Square in Philadelphia. 

But to see the really great things 
in Nature, the stupendous scenes 
that almost paralyze the imagina¬ 
tion, we must, except for Niagara 
Falls, go far West, and it is the 
general verdict that the climax is 
reached in the Yellowstone Nation¬ 
al Park. This is a reserved tract 
in the northwest corner of the 
State of Wyoming, Japping over 
into Montana, and to a less degree 
into Idaho. It is a district of 
miraces, spreading over 3300 
square miles, and has an average 
elevation of 8000 feet above the 
sea level. Surrounding it are 
great mountain ranges. Through 
out its extent are wonderful can 
ons and lakes, and within it are 
geysers and hot springs which 
have no equai in all the world 
This park is under the supervision 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 

For three years the Commission 
er of the General Land Office, Hon 
orable Binger Hermann, has rec 
ommended that the limits of this 
great park be extended. If thi 
be done, as it probably will be, 
nearly 3000 square miles of forest 
area will be added to the magnifi 
cent domain. The reason for this 
expansion is that the large game 
from the present park herd to a 
considerable extent in the areas 
under consideration. 

The protection of this park is 
most thorough. Two cavalry regi 
ments guard it against marauders 
All shooting and the capture of 
game are forbidden, and though 
fishing for pleasure and for food is 
permitted, it is strictly prohibited 
for commercial purposes. There 
are one hundred geysers within the 
park, and there are hotels and 
good roads managed by the Gov 
emmeDt. 

Once'-upon a time Chinese 
laundryman connected with one of 
the hotels thought it would bo a 
good idea to do his weekly wash 
in one of those cauldrons where 
Nature had provided an abundance 
of hot water. He began his work, 
but a few moments after he had 
rubbed the soap upon the articles 
a strange thing occurred. The 
geyser spouted, and the laundry 
of the week was distributed ever 
many acres of ground. 

Thus it was discovered that soap 
would influence the geysers in 
their action, and there is now a 
rule, which is rigidly enforced, 
against soaping the geysers.

Snlphnr For Potato Scab. 

Sulphur employed in considerable 
quantities upon soils which are acid oi 
which contain but a limited excess of 
basic ingredients is capable of causing 
much subsequent injury to crops, the 
extent of the same being greatest upon 
.acid or neutral soils. i 

The application < of sulphur to soils 
for preventing.potato scab, regardless 
of the character of the reaction of the 
soil, is liable- to occasionally cause 
much Injury. , 

Sulphate of ammonia, which has a 
high manurial value by virtue of its 
nitrogen, gives promise of being 'far 
more satisfactory and economical than 
flowers of sulphur as a means of less¬ 
ening the tendency to scab in contami¬ 
nated soils which are favorable to the 
growth of the fungus. The ammonia, 
of the sulphate of ammonia is changed, 
to nitric acid, and this, together with 
the sulphuric acid thereby liberated, 
decomposes carbonates, forming com¬ 
pounds which are taken Up by plants 
or gradually removed by leaching. The 
large amount of sulphuric acid obtain¬ 
ed from the sulphate of ammonia as a 
residual product may be considered* as 
costing nothing, since the amnionia 
returns its cost by its action as a ma¬ 
nure. Sulphur, on the other hand; is 
much more expensive than sulphat# of 
ammonia and has little if any, ovenrin- 
direct, manurial value. Sulphate, of 
ammonia, particularly if used In Con¬ 
nection with muriate of potash upon \ 
soils where the tendency to Scab is 
great, is capable of wonderfully Im¬ 
proving them in this particular. To ac¬ 
complish this wood ashes, •lime, basic 
slag. Stable manure, pone and unilis- 
Soived phosphates should be avoided. 
Acid phosphate should in such cases be 
used as a Source of phosphoric acid.—

Do Fcrtllirorw Convey Poison f' 1 ', 

Arsenic poisoning from beer drinking 
has recently created quite a sensation 
in England, and in seeking for ihe 
cause the fact seems/ to have been 'es¬ 
tablished that the poisoning occurred 
only through beer that Wag brewed 
solely from malt and hops. The Eng¬ 
lish Lancet suggests as .the source'Tof 
the poison the use of artificial- manures 
Which contain arsenic in easily soluble 
form. It remarks that superphosphate 
of lime, the basis of artificial manure, 
is produced by the action of common 
ell of vitriol on ordinary bone ash; that 
it has been established that plants to 
Which arsenical manure Is applied take 
up arsenic in their tissues, and cab¬ 
bages and turnips gathered from fields 
manured with superphosphates have 
given unmistakable evidence of the 
presence of arsenic. It is probable, ac¬ 
cording to this authority, that arsenic 
accumulates In soil which Is constantly 
dressed with superphosphate, so that 
Plants grown on such soil would absorb 
arsenic’ and Injuriously affect the 
health of man and animals.

Where Lincoln got the Phrase, “Ot 
the People, By the People, and 
For the People.” 

William H. Herndon, Lincoln’s 
Irtw-partner, knew Theodore Par¬ 
ker well and had much correspon¬ 
dence with him, and after the 
Llncoln-Douglas debate he came 
on to Boston and saw Parker and 
other anti-slavery men, with an 
eye to Lincoln’s political prospects. 
Going back to Springfield, he took 
with him some of Parker’s newer 
sermons and addresses. “One of 
these,” he says in his “Abraham 
Lincoln”(Vol. 11., p. 65), “was a 
lecture on ‘The Effect of Slavery 
on the American People,’ which 
was delivered in the Music Hall, 
Boston, and which I gave to Lin¬ 
coln, who read and returned it* 
He liked especially the following 
expression, which he marked with 
a pencil, and which he in sub¬ 
stance afterward used in his Get¬ 
tysburg address; 1 Democracy is 
direct self-government , after all the 
people , by all the people , for all the 
people .’ ” The address referred to 
(Parker's last great artti-slavery 
address) was delivered July 4, 1858. 

Hefe, I submit, Was the proba¬ 
ble origin of Lincoln’s phrase. In 
one Variant or attother it was a 
great favorite With Parker, often 
taking the exact form that Lincoln 
gave it, with his Sure intuition of 
the best where there was any 1 
Choice of words. In a speech de¬ 
livered by Parker in 1850, We And 
it Imbedded in a passage which 
might have been the inspiration 
of Seward’s famous “irrepressible 
conflict”bn Lincoln’s “house divid¬ 
ed against itself,” a view to Which 
Parker continually recurred. In 
tWO other Speeches it stands “gov¬ 
ernment of all the people, by all 
the people, for all the people.” Its 
earliest. appearance that i have 
discovered ia his writings is id a 
totter to BeV, Said del J. May, in 
1846, whore it is simply “gpyorn- 
ment of all, by all, for all,”—Re- 
viow of Reviews.
